Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 16-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art of record 
such as U.S. Patent #4,210,263 to Bos and U.S. Patent #5,582,350 to Kosmyna et al. disclose 
that it's known in the art to provide a gravity feed container with ventilation ports in order to allow 
air relief to a system. However the instant application specifically discloses the structure of the 
ventilation port specifically that the second member is slidably received within the first member 
and is positionable in two position, a first position in which the membrane of the first member 
has been punctured and an airtight seal is formed, and a second position in which an air 
passage is formed in order to form a ventilation path for the container. The closest piece of art 
available is U.S. Patent #7,416,140 to Camilleri et al. which discloses a device with a first and 
second position, where one position forms an airtight seal, and a second position where an air 
passage is formed, however the priority date of the instant application excludes the Camilleri art 
from being relevant prior at. Therefore the independent claims of the instant application are 
allowable over the prior art. Because the independent claims are allowable, the claims 
dependent on the independent claims are also allowable
